Although the Auctioneer may not withdraw any lot after a call for bids has been made with respect to that lot, the consignor of the property 
included in the lot may bid on and purchase the lot at the auction sale for his own account. Notice of the consignor's liberty to bid is hereby 
made in accordance with Article 2 of the Texas Uniform Commercial Code. The purchase of a lot by consignor's bid shall obligate such consignor 
to pay a fee to the Auctioneer. 

2. The highest bidder acknowledged by the Auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event of any dispute between bidders, the Auctioneer may at his 
sole discretion immediately put the lot up for sale again.

A bid is not consid¬ 
ered made in "Good Faith" when it is made by an insolvent or irresponsible person or a person under the age of eighteen, as the Auctioneer, in its 

sole discretion, shall determine. In the event a successful bidder fails to pay all amounts due, the Auctioneer reserves the right to resell the merchandise 
and the buyer agrees to pay lor the reasonable cost ot such a sale, including a 10% seller's commission, and also to pay any difference between the resale 
price and the price of his previously successful bid.

HALF-CENTS 

5001 PCGS 1857 PR 63 Red and Brown. Struck from the B-2 
dies and classed R.4 as a proof by Breen. Because the coin is 
already encased it is impossible to weigh it and determine 
whether this is from the Series I or Series II dies. However, 
there is a partial knife rim around both sides, so perhaps 
this is a Series II coin. Perhaps two to three dozen pieces 
exist today in all grades. PCGS and NGC have a combined 
30 pieces that have been certified in all grades and colors of 
this date and no doubt several duplications are included in 
that figure. Only 4 pieces have been graded as this one by 
PCGS with only 7 finer. This piece is immediately 
recognizable as a proof by the extraordinarily deep mirrors 
in the fields. The fields are lightly hairlined from an old 
cleaning and the surfaces have retoned a bright olive-green 
with golden-rose around the edges. 


LARGE CENTS 

5002 PCGS 1793 Wreath VG 8. Lettered Edge. S-llb or c. 

We are uncertain of the exact attribution because the 
plastic encasement obscures edge detail. A medium brown 
coin with good detail for the grade. Struck on a slightly 
porous planchet and somewhat off-center, being high at the 
top with the beaded border running off the bottom of the 
obverse <the opposite on the reverse i. 

5003 PCGS 1793 Wreath Fine 12. While the reverse wreath 
was a welcome change from the former ' Chain" design, the 
obverse failed to gain public acceptance as being 
representative of Liberty and was changed after only three 
months of production. As unpopular as the design might 
have been at the time, the Chain and Wreath cents today 
are two of the most cherished of all coins in U.S. 
numismatics. This coin shows moderate, even wear with 
strong detail and minor porosity-an affordable example of 
this classic design. 

5004 PCGS 1814 VP 35. Crosslet 4. Even, dark chocolate brown 
color over both sides. The surfaces are very clean with no 
marks noted in the fields. The only surface imperfection is a 
small planchet lamination on the upper lip of Liberty that 
makes her look like she has a moustache. 

5005 NGC 1839 Reverse of 1840 MS 66 Red and Brown. A 

scarce variety with this being one of only 2 coins to have 
been so graded by NGC, none have been graded by PCGS 
with Red or Red and Brown color. 

5006 PCGS 1848 MS 65 Brown. Sharply struck with glossy brown 
color and considerable portions of red luster remaining on 
the reverse in spite of the Brown label. While this date is 
not particularly rare per se. it is certainly rarer and more 
desirable than one of the truly common dates from the 
1850-55 period. In fact, only 4 gems have been graded of this 
date compared to 40 of the 1855. 

5007 PCGS 1850 MS 64 Red. Although considered as a common 
date by many, the 1850 is quite a bit scarcer than the most 
common dates in the Braided Hair series. Only 9 pieces 
have been so graded by PCGS with 10 gems certified. This 
piece is sharply struck with strong radials on the stars and 
well defined veins in the leaves. The color is an even, 


5008 PCGS 1852 MS 64 Brown. Sharply struck. 

5009 PCGS 1856 MS 65 Red. Upright 5. An original coin with 
fiery red mint luster that is even and undulled, showing no 
traces of browning. Sharply struck in the centers with the 
usual soft details on the stars, the surfaces show no large or 
distracting marks. This is a pristine, original coin and 
despite its late date, one that is uncommonly difficult to 
locate in high grade. Only 5 pieces have been so graded with 
none finer. 


FLYING EAGLE CENTS 

5010 PCGS 1857 MS 62. 

5011 ANACS 1857 MS 62. Lustrous tan surfaces with bright rose 
at the edges. Softly struck on the reverse as often seen. 


INDIAN CENTS 

5012 PCGS 1860 MS 63. A bit softly struck on the ends of the 
feathers with slightly mellowed color. While there are no 
standout rarities in the copper-nickel series, the 1860 is a 
somewhat better date and worth a premium. Trends $195. 

5013 PCGS 1862 MS 65. This seems to be a drastically- 
undervalued series in gem condition at today’s levels. This is 
the most "common" date in the series and only 75 gems have 
been graded by PCGS. Fully struck, this piece has clean, 
attractive surfaces and tan color with pink undertones. 

5014 PCGS 1864 Bronze MS 64 Red and Brown. The third type of 
cent struck in 1864 and the most common of the three. 

5015 PCGS 1874 MS 63 Red and Brown. 

5016 PCGS 1874 MS 64 Red and Brown. A fully struck example 
of this scarce date with attractive color. 

5017 PCGS 1909 MS 64 Red. Good color on this final year of 
issue for the Indian cent. 

5018 PCGS 1909 MS 65 Red. Fully struck with superb red luster 
and a few flyspecks of carbon on the reverse. 

5019 PCGS 1862 PR 65. Proof copper-nickel cents are a very rare 
and desirable 19th century type coin. Only struck in five 
years, not that many gems survive today for the number of 
collectors who demand high grade proof type. This piece is 
deeply mirrored with pleasing, problem-free surfaces and 
light golden-tan color. One of only 50 pieces to have been so 
graded with only 5 finer. 

5020 PCGS 1866 PR 63 Red and Brown. Scarcer early proof with 
only 33 pieces having been so graded. 

5021 PCGS 1867 PR 64 Red and Brown. Attractive color on this 
scarcer early proof. 

5022 NGC 1881 PR 64 Red and Brown. Bright, flashy surfaces 
that show only a trace of light olive color. 

5023 ANACS 1908 PR 61 Brown. 


LINCOLN CENTS 

5024 ANACS 1909 V.D.B. Doubled Die MS 63 Red and Brown. 
Breen-2053. Although discovered in 1978 this is the first 
specimen of this variety we have seen. There are three 
varieties, this one appears to be the same as the one 
photoed in the Breen Encylopedia on page 228. Mellowed 


slightly mellowed original red with few abrasions of note on 
either side. 
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reddish-brown surfaces with one small carbon spot on the 
reverse. 

5025 PCGS 1909-S MS 68 Red and Brown. Bright lustrous 
surfaces that are only marred by the trace of a fingerprint 
on the obverse and a reverse carbon spot. 

5026 PCGS 1910-S MS 64 Red and Brown. One of the more 
readily available of the early mintmarked Lincolns. 

5027 PCGS 1911-S MS 64 Red and Brown. Fully struck with a 
deeply mellowed, almost bronzed, appearance. 

5028 PCGS 1912-D MS 64 Red. Fiery red color with a few minute 
marks. 

5029 NGC 1912-S MS 64 Red and Brown. Fully struck with Fine, 
granular surfaces and a speckled blue color over both sides. 

5030 PCGS 1914-D MS 65 Red. An extraordinary example of 
this rare, key date issue. Of all the rare dates in the Lincoln 
series the 1914-D is the one that has the greatest reputation 
for rarity in all grades and is known to both the specialist as 
well as the non-specialist. It is difficult enough to locate a 
1914-D in uncirculated condition, but when one seeks 
original red color as well the search becomes a daunting one 
indeed. This issue is just not known for coins with red color. 
Like its counterpart, the 1914-S, the 1914-D is usually only 
seen with brown surfaces or with scattered specks of 
original red. This coin has even cherrv-red color across both 
sides with no hint of browning. The strike is full and there 
are no contact marks worth mentioning. The only defects on 
this coin's surfaces, and the only things to keep it from 
grading 66, are a couple of small carbon spots at the top of 
the obverse-one is between GOD WE that tends to live in 
the shadows of the rim-the other is tiny and in the field just 
above the forelock of Lincoln’s hair. One of only 15 pieces to 
have been so graded by PCGS with only 1 piece finer. 

5031 PCGS 1915 MS 64 Red. Full strike. One reverse scratch 
prevents a gem grade. 

5032 PCGS 1915-S MS 64 Red and Brown. Sharply struck with 
most of the original red still showing but a light speckled 
brown color can be seen over both sides. 

5033 PCGS 1917-D MS 65 Red. Full, intricate striking details 
with even, unmellowed red color. One of only 19 pieces to 
have been so graded by PCGS. 

5034 NGC 1918-D MS 64 Red and Brown. One of only 10 pieces 
to have been so graded by NGC with only 1 finer. 

5035 PCGS 1919-S MS 64 Red. Finely detailed with bright, 
glowing red color. Just a few small marks prevent a higher 
grade. 

5036 NGC 1920-D MS 64 Red and Brown. Much original luster 
remains, minor spotting on each side. 

5037 PCGS 1921 MS 64 Red. Sharply struck with uniformly 
bright orange-red color. 

5038 PCGS 1921-S MS 64 Red and Brown. A very sharply struck 
example of this scarce and normally weak issue. Whisker 
detail can be plainly seen by the unaided eye and the O in 
ONE is complete. Mostly brown now with occasional flashes 
of original red showing here and there. 

5039 ANACS 1924-D MS 62 Brown. A clean and glossy example 
of this scarce, semi-key issue with occasional bits of original 
red color showing around the edges. 

5040 PCGS 1924-D MS 64 Red and Brown. Although not 
fully struck (as usual) the surfaces of this coin are not only 
free from noticeable abrasions but the original luster is 
almost completely intact as well with only slight browning 
on each side. 46 pieces have been so graded, but only 6 are 
Finer. 
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5041 PCGS 1924-S MS 62 Red and Brown. 

5042 ANACS 1925-D MS 64 Red and Brown. 

5043 PCGS 1926 MS 66 Red. Bright orange-red color with 
mark-free surfaces. 

5044 PCGS 1928-S MS 64 Red. Excellent original color with only 
a couple of minor field marks. 

5045 PCGS 1928-S MS 65 Red. Glowing lustrous surfaces with 
only the most trivial abrasions on either side. 

5046 NGC 1931 MS 66 Red and Brown. Pristine surfaces. 

5047 PCGS 1932-D MS 65 Red and Brown. 

5048 PCGS 1934, 1936. 1936-D. 1937, 1937-D, 1939. 1940-D. and 
a 1960. Each coin grades MS 65 Red. (Total: 8 coins) 

5049 PCGS 1909 V.D.B. PR 64 Brown. The V.D.B. is by far the 
rarest of the matte proof Lincolns. With an original mintage 
of only 420 pieces, the V.D.B. proof is not only the key to the 
proof series but also stands as one of the rarest U.S. coins 
struck in this century. As with most proofs of this era many 
coins were mistaken for business strikes and spent or were 
harshly cleaned. Although this coin has been labeled as 
"Brown" by PCGS we can still see considerable underlying 
mint red on both sides. The surfaces are exceptionally clean 
and are virtually spot-free. Only 3 other coins have been so 
graded with none finer. 

5050 PCGS 1909 PR 66 Red and Brown. Exceptional quality 
in a matte proof Lincoln. The surfaces appear to be flawless, 
completely free from contact. The color is a subdued 
reddish-brown, even in hue. and showing significant 
underlying fiery mint red. Little has to be said about matte 
proof Lincolns in top condition, suffice it to say that of this 
"common" issue only 6 other coins have been so graded. 

5051 PCGS 1910 PR 63 Red and Brown. Much deep red color 
remains, the surfaces only being maned by traces of 
fingerprints on each side. 

5052 NGC 1910 PR 66 Red. Matte proof Lincolns with 
intact, full red color are one of the great rarities of 20th 
century coinage. So few survived that is startling when one 
does see a piece with bright, undulled color. This piece has 
the original orange-red color, just as it did in 1910. There is 
no mellowing on either side. We note no contact marks 
anywhere and the only defect appears to be light flyspecking 
on the reverse (but this is so minor it might not be seen with 
the unaided eve). This is one of only 4 pieces to have been so 
graded by NCG with none finer. PCGS has certiFied 3 in this 
grade with only 1 finer. 

5053 PCGS 1914 PR 65 Red and Brown. The matte surfaces 
appear to be undisturbed by contact marks and there is 
much original red luster remaining over both sides, perhaps 
as much as 50% still shows. A scarcer proof issue with only 
19 pieces having been so graded. 

5054 PCGS 1914 PR 66 Red. An exciting offering that is 
sure to be of interest to many Lincoln cent collectors. Most 
specialists are aware of the difFiculty encountered in 
locating full red matte proof cents. The coins were shipped 
from the Mint in sulfite-laden envelopes that inevitably 
tarnished the fragile copper surfaces. The only hope of 
retaining the original mint red on these coins was to remove 
the coin from the envelope as soon as possible and place it 
in a neutral environment. Apparently that is what occurred 
with this piece. The surfaces are mostly bright orange-red 
just as the coin left the Mint with an arc of deeper 
cherry-red on the right third of each side. The 1914 is one of 
the scarcer proofs in the series, especially with the original 
luster. Of the 1.365 proofs struck only 31* have been certified 
by PCGS with the red color intact. Only 10 have been 
graded PR 66 with only 1 piece Finer. 

5055 NGC 1936 PR 64 Red and Brown. A Satin Finish proof with 
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attractive autumn leaves toning. 


TWO-CENT PIECES 

5056 PCGS 1864 PR 65 Red and Brown. The surfaces appear 
to be carbon-free on this lovely first-year of type coin. The 
mirrored fields still flash when angled beneath a light but 
are partially subdued by the mellowed reddish-brown 
patina. One of only 13 gem proofs to have been graded by 
PCGS and bettered by only one coin. 

5057 PCGS 1866 PR 66 Red. This may well be the most 
attractive two-cent piece we have ever seen. The color is full 
red with no mellowing or dullness anywhere. The fields are 
very deep with the shimmering watery reflectivity only seen 
on the finest made proofs. The devices show a significant 
amount of frost making the coin a cameo proof—the first 
such piece we can remember having seen. The surfaces are 
apparently perfect with no contact marks noted. Of the 
greatest rarity, this is the only such piece that has been so 
graded by PCGS out of a total of 24 in the entire series. 
None are finer, and frankly we don’t believe a coin exists 
with stronger eye appeal and more technically perfect 
surfaces. 

5058 PCGS 1867 PR 66 Red and Brown. This lovely, original 
proof has almost full red color on both sides with just the 
slightest mellowing on the reverse to a light iridescence. 

The fields retain their full prooflike reflectiveness and the 
surfaces overall are clean and undisturbed by contact with 
other coins or other out-of-the-Mint imperfections. Only 2 
other coins have been so graded by PCGS and none are 
finer. 

5059 PCGS 1871 PR 64 Red and Brown. Bright, flashy surfaces 
that retain perhaps 30% of the original rod luster while the 
remainder of the coin is a deep royal blue. Apparently 
downgraded to 64 by the presence of a single carbon spot on 
the reverse between N and T in CENTS. 


THREE-CENT SILVER 

5060 PCGS 1853 MS 65. A well struck example of the first type 
of three-cent silver piece. Lustrous and exceptionally clean, 
both sides have a smokey gray patina over the highpoints of 
the design and in portions of the fields with the remainder 
of the coin showing original gray-brilliance. Scarce in gem 
condition with only 45 pieces having been so graded by 


5061 PCGS 1854 Type Two MS 65. An exquisitely toned 
example of this rare type coin. The surfaces are virtually 
mark-free and covered with a speckled rod, russet, and " 
golden iridescence that is very appealing. The strike 
appears to be complete in all areas with full horizontal and 
vertical shield lines in the center of the obverse star as well 
as full radials to all the peripheral stars on the reverse. This 
is one of only 8 gems to have been certified by PCGS and is 
exceeded in grade by only 2 coins. 

5062 PCGS 1862 1 MS 66. Superb quality in a three-cent 
silver. The strike is full with especially bold lines in the 
center of the star. The surfaces are light in color, almost 
brilliant, with sparkling luster and evidence of light die 
striations in the fields. Only 14 pieces have been so graded 
by PCGS and none are finer. 

5063 NGC 1871 MS 63. A scarce coin in any condition as a 
business strike. Only 3.300 pieces were minted and most 
were melted in July 1873. This is a sharply struck coin with 
bright prooflike fields that show some cartwheel luster also. 
Generally untoned, the surfaces are clean for the grade and 
show no objectionable marks. One of only 11 pieces to have 
been so graded by NGC. 

5064 PCGS 1872 PR 65. Near flawless surfaces with 


exceptionally deep proof fields that are accented by 
generous portions of mint frost on the devices. Untoned and 
a premium gem type coin that should please even the most 
demanding collector. 

5065 PCGS 1873 PR 61. Lightly toned around the edges, the 
fields have good reflectivity and overall this is a sound 
example of this scarce final year of issue. 


THREE-CENT NICKELS 

5066 PCGS 1866 PR 65. A rare early three-cent nickel with an 
estimated mintage of only 725 pieces. These early dates are 
seldom seen, especially in gem condition. PCGS has only- 
certified 29 gem proofs of this date. Color on the obverse is a 
bit deeper than on the reverse, which is bright and flashy 
with pale iridescent toning. 

5067 NGC 1869 PR 65. Another rare, low mintage, early proof 
with an estimated production run of only 600 proofs. The 
fields of this coin are bright and highly reflective and the 
surfaces have a layer of icy-blue toning with a couple of 
faint streaks of golden-rose on each side. Only 31 have been 
so graded by NGC with none finer. 

5068 NGC 1876 PR 65. Generally untoned with a mild contrast 
on each side. 

5069 NGC 1879 PR 66. A glittering gem. 

5070 PCGS 1882 PR 66. A dazzling, brilliant coin with absolutely 
no marks. 

5071 PCGS 1883 PR 66. Stark cameo effect between the fields 
and devices. 

5072 NGC 1889 PR 66. Deeply mirrored with a noticeable cameo 
contrast. Superb. 


SHIELD NICKELS 

5073 NGC 1867 Rays MS 66. High grade, problem-free 
examples of the Rays design are difficult to locate for 
several reasons. For one, the design was difficult to strike 
up fully, usually the rays mush together on the reverse and 
seldom show individual definition. Second, the mint was 
unaccustomed to striking nickel. As a result, in order to 
fully bring up design details it was necessary to increase 
striking pressure and dies wore down very quickly. Third, as 
dies wore down and pressure was increased, the dies 
cracked leaving numerous die cracks on the finished coins. 
Only 3 coins have been graded MS 66 of this date by NGC 
(PCGS has only certified 1 >. This is indeed a lovely coin with 
bright, semi-prooflike surfaces, strongly detailed design 
elements (including the rays), and no apparent die cracks. 
This is a rare opportunity for the collector of high grade 
19th century type. 

5074 PCGS 1868 PR 65. Untoned with bright, flashy mirrors in 
the fields. Scarcer early proof with only 31 pieces having 
been so graded. 

5075 PCGS 1869 PR 65. Brilliant and deeply mirrored. 

5076 PCGS 1869 PR 66. A flawless proof nickel with 
unfathomable depth of reflectivity in the fields. Mostly 
brilliant with a few streaks of golden on the obverse. Very 
scarce in such lofty condition with only 4 other pieces 
having been so graded, none are finer. 

5077 PCGS 1870 PR 65. An attractive early proof Shield nickel. 

5078 PCGS 1871 PR 64. Deeply reflective fields with a subtle hint 
of oil-slick iridescence on each side. 

5079 PCGS 1872 PR 65. From a numerologist’s standpoint this is 
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quite a significant coin: 72 gems have been graded of this 
date, 1872. Nice reflective surfaces. 

5080 NGC 1872 PR 65. Deeply reflective. 

5081 NGC 1875 PR 64. One of 16 coins to have been so graded 
with 8 finer. 

5082 PCGS 1879/8 PR 66. While not deeply mirrored, the fields 
and devices are clean and apparently without post-striking 
defects. A lovely, high grade example of this unusual proof 
overdate. 

5083 PCGS 1880 PR 63. Lightly toned and nice for the grade. 
Proofs of this date are worth a premium because of the 
scarcity of 1880 business strikes in any grade. 

5084 NGC 1882 PR 63. Toned. 


LIBERTY NICKELS 

5085 PCGS 1883 With Cents MS 63. 

5086 NGC 1888 MS 65. Fully struck and lightly toned with 
scintillating luster. 

5087 NGC 1899 MS 64. Lustrous. 

5088 PCGS 1886 PR 66. A nearly perfect proof striking of this 
important date that is lightly and attractively toned on each 
side. Proof 1886 nickels are quite important to the collector 
because of the general unavailability of high grade business 
strikes. 

5089 NGC 1888 PR 65. Although shallowly mirrored in the fields, 
the surfaces are covered with a light, original layer of golden 
and steely-blue patina. 

5090 NGC 1891 PR 65. Deeply mirrored with light aqua blue 
toning over both sides. Sharp looking coin. 

5091 PCGS 1894 PR 63. 

5092 NGC 1895 PR 65. Light pink toning with good reflectivity in 
the fields. 

5093 NGC 1896 PR 64. Lightly toned. 

5094 NGC 1900 PR 64. Generally untoned. 

5095 NGC 1904 PR 65. Golden-rose and blue toning that appears 
to be backlighted by the flashy proof mirrors. 

5096 PCGS 1905 PR 65. Ony 42 gem proofs have been certified by 


BUFFALO NICKELS 

5097 NGC 1914-S MS 63. Somewhat scarcer early mintmarked 
Buffalo. 

5098 PCGS 1916-D MS 64. 

5099 PCGS 1916-S MS 63. 

5100 PCGS 1919-S MS 64. Although graded MS 64 this piece 
could easily fit into a gem set of Buffaloes. There are no 
prominent marks on the surfaces, the luster is outstanding, 
and both sides are covered with lovely pastel toning. But 
what is most impressive on this coin "though is the 
sharpness of strike. W T hile the hair is not complete all the 
way to the knot it is very strongly detailed: the reverse is 
full in every respect. This is an excellent coin for the 
collector and is worth paying a little extra to acquire. 

5101 PCGS 1928 MS 64. Untoned. 


5102 PCGS 1930-S MS 64. Sharply struck with superb luster. 

5103 NGC 1938-D MS 66. Superb luster and attractively toned. 

5104 PCGS 1936 Type One PR 65. Toned in a lovely olive-green 
hue with traces of golden color. As pretty a coin as one could 
ever hope to find of this scarce proof issue. 

5105 PCGS 1937 PR 67. Technically perfect surfaces with 
light, bright rainbow iridescent toning that is rendered even 
more intense by the deeply reflective proof surfaces. A 
magnificent coin and one of 40 to have been so graded with 
only 4 finer. 


JEFFERSON NICKELS 

5106 PCGS 1942 Type Two PR 66. Beautiful, light multi-colored 
toning over both sides. 

5107 PCGS 1942 Type Two PR 67. Superb, virtually flawless 
surfaces with a couple of spots of golden color, otherwise 
brilliant. Only one coin has been graded higher. 

5108 PCGS 1950 PR 66. 


EARLY HALF DIMES 

5109 PCGS 1794 MS 63. V-4b. R.5. 1794 half dimes are very 
rare early type coins that were not extensively saved as the 
first of their kind. All four varieties of this year were 
actually struck in 1795. this one followed the first two 
varieties actually dated 1795 (they share the same reverse 
as the V-4). After striking those two varieties the dies 
shattered, but coins continued to be struck; the result being 
that this variety is usually found with extensive reverse die 
cracks. This piece is generally well struck with only slight 
softness in the centers. The center of the reverse also shows 
several crisscrossing adjustment marks on the eagle’s 
breast . These are not of any major importance though and 
otherwise the coin is clean and lustrous with deep blue and 
gray toning that is well matched on each side. There have 
only been 6 coins of this first year of issue that have been so 
graded with only 8 others graded higher. 

5110 PCGS 1794 MS 64. V-2, R.4. This date is rare in any 
condition, even the lowest circulated grades, and in mint 
state very rare. In MS 64 grade this coin stands shoulder to 
shoulder with 7 other coins of this date as the finest graded, 
none have been graded higher by either of the major 
certification services. This piece is remarkably clean with no 
noticeable abrasions in the fields or on the devices, nor are 
there any adjustment marks. The strike is generally good 
throughout with strong hair and feather detail, only 
showing localized softness on the upper left wing. The luster 
is excellent with bright golden and deep blue toning on each 
side. 

5111 PCGS 1795 MS 63. V-4. R.4. An attractive and original 
example of this second year of issue for the half dime. The 
surfaces are toned a bright purple in the centers and 
suiTounded by a deep royal blue at the edges. There are no 
marks of any significance on either side. The strike is strong 
on Liberty’s hair but shows the usual weakness on eagle’s 
plumage. This is one of the three varieties represented by 
the Wadsworth-Rea hoard and distributed by W illiam 
Woodward in 1880. However, the V-4 had the fewest mint 
state coins in the hoard. Only 16 MS 63 coins have been 
certified of all the varieties with only 17 graded higher. 

5112 ANACS 1800 XF 45. V-l, R.3. While there are no 
adjustment marks on this coin, there are a number of small 
abrasions on each side-some of which are concealed or at 
least subdued by the toning. Each side is handsomely toned 
with the center of the obverse being a deep purple with blue 
edges. The reverse is a light golden-brown surrounded bv 
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blue at the border. The strike is somewhat irregular but 
overall the coin is well detailed for the grade. 

5113 PCGS 1832 MS 62. Well struck with light pearl-grav centers 
and pale golden color at the edges. 

5114 NGC 1833 MS 66. A superb coin with thick, frosted luster. 
The glow of the mint luster is almost the dominant feature 
on this coin, but it is marginally outweighed by the light 
multi-colored pastel toning over both sides. The surfaces are 
virtually perfect with the only defect being a couple of tiny 
abrasions in the area of the eagle’s beak. Of obvious 
importance to the specialist in Bust material, this is the 
only such coin graded by NGC in MS 66 and only 2 pieces 
are finer. 

5115 PCGS 1835 MS 65. Large Date. Large 5C. A highly 
lustrous gem type coin with peerless surfaces that show 
much brilliance and just a dash of light golden-rose patina. 
The only flaw on the coin is a small area of striking 
weakness just to the left of the shield on the eagle’s wing. 
One of 22 pieces to have been so graded. 


SEATED HALF DIMES 

5116 PCGS 1842-0 MS 65. Across the board the 1842-0 is a 
rare coin, even in Good condition it is worth $20 or more. In 
mint state it is extremely rare. In fact, according to the 
PCGS Population Report there have only been five pieces 
graded in mint state: four in MS 63 and this single gem. The 
surfaces are totally original with attractive gray, blue, and 
rose toning. Underneath the toning the luster is thick, 
frosted, and generally unbroken by contact with other coins. 
The only flaw' we can find on this coin is its strike: the head 
detail is soft as is the lower portion of the wreath. This is a 
very important offering of this rare Stars half dime. 

5117 NGC 1846 MS 62. The 1846 is arguably the rarest of all 
Stars Seated half dimes. With an original mintage of only 
27,000 pieces, one would assume the coin would certainly be 
scarce, but the fact is. it is virtually unknown in mint 
condition. This is THE ONLY MINT STATE SPECIMEN of 
this date to have been graded by either of the major 
services. This is a well struck coin that shows a few minor 
abrasions on each side and is toned in deep shades of blue 
with steely-gray undertones. The importance of this coin 
would be difficult to overstate—it is of paramount 
importance to collectors of this series and should be of great 
interest to anyone interested in rare 19th century U.S. 
coinage. 

5118 NGC 1848-0 MS 66. Although 600.000 pieces were 
struck, very few survive today in any grade. Apparently 
most were melted in the 1850s when "old tenor" silver was 
worth more than its face value. Those seen today are 
usually in the lower circulated grades. In mint state only 46 
pieces have been certified by both services with this being 
one of only 4 pieces graded by NGC. A pristine example of 
this scarce Stars half dime. 

5119 NGC 1849-0 MS 65. As with all the other New Orleans 
half dimes of the 1840s the 1849-0 is a rare coin. It is rare 
in all grades and when found is almost invariably in low 
grade. Combining the PCGS and NGC Population yields a 
total of only 7 coins that have been graded in mint 
condition. This is the only MS 65 certified by either service 
and as such it is undoubtedly the finest known as well. The 
surfaces overall on this coin are smooth and we cannot find 
any blemishes. The luster is thick and frosted, rolling 
around the coin as it is tilted beneath a light. The strike is 
soft around the edges, as usual for Stars half dimes, but the 
clean and highly lustrous surfaces more than compensate 
for this slight drawback. This is a very important date 
rarity as well as a condition rarity for the specialist in this 
series. 

5120 NGC 1858 MS 64. Thick mint frost with just the lightest 
touch of color on each side. The strike is sharp throughout 


with strong definition on the stars and on Liberty’s head. 

5121 PCGS 1859 MS 65. This modified design was only struck 
in one year and has been virtually ignored as a type coin. 
The surfaces show a high degree of mint frost that is 
overlaid by attractive, multi-colored, mottled toning that is 
evenly matched on each side. Fully struck. This is one of 
only 9 pieces to have been so graded by PCGS wdth only 11 
finer. 

5122 NGC 1864-S AU 58. A very scarce half dime with an original 
mintage of only 90,000 pieces. Most survivors are low grade, 
the few AU and Unc. pieces having come from a small hoard 
(14 pieces i dispersed twenty years ago. This is a well struck 
coin with clean surfaces and good luster. It is toned a 
medium density blue with golden accents around the 
devices. Trends $385 in AU 50. 

5123 PCGS 1870 MS 67. An immaculate coin with deep gray 
toning on the obverse and showing strong reddish 
undertones. The reverse is almost completely free from 
toning and shows bright, scintillating, semi-prooflike luster. 
An obvious condition rarity, there have only been two other 
MS 67 coins of this date graded out of 25 in the entire 
Legend Obverse series. 

5124 PCGS 1867 PR 65. Proof examples of this date have, 
over the years, assumed a much greater significance than 
their mintage would suggest. Only 8.000 business strikes 
were produced and they are very rare in all grades and 
worth a large premium in mint state. Collectors have placed 
proofs in sets rather than pursue the elusive high grade 
business strikes, thus adding a considerable premium to the 
proofs of this date. This coin has lovely deep olive-green 
toning in the center of the obverse with a light golden-rose 
edge. The reverse has a deep rose patina in the center with 
a royal blue at the edge. The fields show good reflectivity 
and this is a clean, problem-free example of this highly 
sought after date. 


EARLY DIMES 

5125 PCGS 1798 AG 3. JR-4. R.3. Heavily worn with some of the 
wear into the rims, being especially noticeable on the left 
side of the obverse. Toned in the fields with light, untoned 
devices. 

5126 PCGS 1820 MS 63. JR-10. R.3. Bright, silvery-gray 
surfaces that show good luster and are generally well struck 
throughout. One of the finest coins known of this variety. 
The Lovejoy coin, generally considered the finest known, 
was a toned NGC MS 63, making this piece tied for finest 
known. One of only 7 pieces to have been so graded bv 
PCGS. 


LIBERTY SEATED DIMES 

5127 NGC 1841 MS 68. Stars dimes are difficult enough to find 
in MS 64 condition and gems are very elusive. Just being 
struck before 1860 makes them scarce but most often the 
real difficulty lies in locating a piece that is fully struck on 
the stars and shows complete head detail. This coin not only 
has those basic strike requirements but also has bright, 
satiny luster and original toning. The surfaces are virtually 
perfect, but of course, what really sets this coin apart from 
other high-end Stars dimes is its immediate eye appeal. This 
is the only MS 68 Stars dime graded by NGC and not 
surprisingly, none are finer. What makes this coin doubly 
impressive is not only the extremely high grade and 
perfectly preserved surfaces but the early date as well. All 
pre-1850 coins are very rare better than MS 65. This is an 
extraordinary opportunity for the collector to acquire this 
difficult type in the ultimate condition. 

5128 PCGS 1847 MS 66. Brilliant with glowing lustrous 
surfaces that are virtually unmarked. The obverse is fully 
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struck but the reverse shows a softness of detail, suggestive 
of a worn die rather than lack of striking pressure. This 
coin, not surprisingly, is the only MS 66 to have been so 
graded by PCGS. The closest coin in grade is a solitary MS 
64. Breen-3253 variety with the top of the date overlapping 
the base, rare as such. 

5129 NGC 1855 Arrows MS 63. Fully and completely struck up in 
all areas and covered with a deep blue, gray and red toning, 
evenly matched on each side. One of only 9 pieces to have 
been so graded with 11 finer. 

5130 PCGS 1857-0 MS 65. In spite of its rather substantial 
mintage of 1.5 million pieces, the 1857-0 is a scarce New 
Orleans dime in high grades. Apparently very few were 
saved when new as only 37 pieces have been certified in all 
conditions of uncirculated by PCGS. This is one of only 3 
gems graded. Very clean surfaces, the coin has pinpoint 
striking detail with every star fully brought up. Toned in 
shades of rust and cobalt blue, the underlying satiny luster 
is bright and unaffected by the toning. 

5131 PCGS 1860-0 Good 6. Rare, key date issue in the Seated 
dime series. This is a very elusive coin in any grade and is 
only the second one we have handled in the last five years. 
Heavily worn but still showing a complete outline to the 
devices, the fields have a deeper gray patina while the 
devices have a lighter, almost rose, tint. There are a few' 
contact marks as one would expect from the grade, but none 
that are serious or detracting. Trends $275 in Good 4. 

5132 PCGS 1870-S VG 10. A rare, low mintage issue that, like 
the 1860-0. is a key date in the series. Only 50,000 pieces 
were struck wdth only a handful surviving today. This piece 
is diagnostically correct with weakness seen, as always, in 
the center of the reverse. Otherwise the coin is light in color 
with three small field marks in the field around the head of 
Liberty. Trends $275 in VG 8. 

5133 NGC 1874 Arrows MS 62. Toned an attractive bluish color. 
A very attractive example of this scarce two year type coin. 

5134 NGC 1876 MS 63. An affordable Seated dime that will still 
present well as a type coin. 

5135 NGC 1877 MS 63. Brilliant with pronounced prooflike fields 
and a slight cameo contrast. 

5136 NGC 1877-S MS 62. Fully struck with rather deep toning. 

5137 NGC 1880 MS 63. Deeply toned in shades of violet and blue. 
A scarce, low' mintage issue with an original production of 
only 36,000 business strikes. 

5138 PCGS 1891 MS 62. Gorgeous orange and blue peripheral 
color. 

5139 PCGS 1891 MS 64. Original light gray centers deepening 
somewhat at the edges. Slight softness of strike on the head 
of Liberty. 

5140 NGC 1891 MS 64. Lightly and originally toned with light 
silvery-gray color overall accented by a deeper gray-russet 
around the edges. 

5141 NGC 1891 MS 64. Lustrous with scattered multi-colored 
iridescence. 

5142 NGC 1891 MS 64. Light golden-rose and blue peripheral 
toning with considerable evidence of die clashing on each 
side. 

5143 NGC 1887 PR 66. Near perfect surfaces with deeply 
reflective fields and attractive, light toning. Only of only 4 
pieces to have been so graded by NGC with none finer. 

5144 PCGS 1890 PR 64. Deeply mirrored with light iridescent 
colors over both sides. Marred only by a couple of minor 
contact marks in the fields. 


BARBER DIMES 

5145 AN ACS 1892 MS 62. Scattered obverse toning but mostly 
brilliant. Full strike. 

5146 NGC 1893-S MS 65. A scarce, early Barber dune that 
has had very few pieces certified by either service in high 
grades. This is the only gem certified by NGC with none 
higher while PCGS has graded 2 in MS 65 with 2 others 
finer. Fully struck, the surfaces are toned a deep golden-red 
with blue intermixed and strong underlying luster. 

5147 PCGS 1898-S MS 66. A very scarce and underrated 
Barber dime in uncirculated. To date only 17 coins have 
been certified by PCGS in all grades. This is the finest 
graded and no doubt is also the finest known (only 1 gem 
has been graded ). The features are fully struck and there 
are only the most trivial abrasions noted on either side. The 
centers are virtually untoned while the edges are framed by 
deep golden-red and blue-green colors. A lovely example of 
this scarce issue with excellent luster and strong eye appeal. 

5148 NGC 1907-0 MS 66. This coin's strong satiny luster 
and superb color combinations are what give it the eye 
appeal necessary to assure it such an impressive grade as 
MS 66. The strike is good for an O-mint but not quite 
complete over the brow. The surfaces appear to be 
unscathed to the unaided eye but under magnification show 
a few microscopic abrasions. But even without being 
technically perfect this coin has surfaces that are original 
and attractive enough to rank it as one of the finest coins 
known of this scarce issue. This is the only MS 66 graded by 
NGC and PCGS has only certified 2 pieces. There are none 
finer that have been graded by either service. 

5149 NGC 1907-S MS 64. A scarcer S-mint Barber dime with this 
being the only coin to have been so graded by NGC with 
only one other finer, w’hile PCGS has graded 5 with 5 others 
finer. Generally well struck with only a bit of weakness 
noted on the lower reverse, the surfaces have a satiny luster 
that is overlaid by a mottled blue and brown toning that is 
evenly matched on both sides. CDN bid is $1400. 

5150 PCGS 1912 MS 64. Fully struck with light, variegated 
toning. 

5151 NGC 1915-S MS 65. Original dusky gray-golden toning with 
darker, charcoal gray portions around the outer devices. 
Fully struck. While this particular color scheme may not be 
to everyone’s liking, none can dispute the originality of this 
coin’s surfaces. 

5152 PCGS 1898 PR 63. A lightly toned cameo. A nice looking 
type coin that gives the buyer lots of flash for not much 
cash. 

5153 NGC 1910 PR 63. Deeply toned. 

5154 PCGS 1912 PR 64. Deeply reflective proof mirrors with 
subtle speckled iridescent toning. 


MERCURY DIMES 

5155 NGC 1918-S MS 65. Superb mint luster with just a touch of 
light peripheral color on each side. A lovely no-bands 
example of this scarce early Mei’cury. 

5156 PCGS 1918-S MS 66. This is a very scarce issue with 
fully separated central bands. This coin would serve as a 
satisfactory substitute as the bands are three-quarters 
complete and to the unaided eye appear to be split. The 
surfaces are superb with bright mint luster and no 
distracting marks. This is the only piece to have been so 
graded by PCGS and none are finer. 

5157 PCGS 1919-S MS 65. A very scarce date in any

condition of mint state with gems being especially elusive. 

To date only 7 coins have been graded MS 65 with 12 finer. 
There is just the slightest separation in the central bands 
but the luster overall is outstanding. A clean, problem-free 
example of this scarce early dime. 

5158 PCGS 1921 MS 64 Full Bands. Lavender and blue 
toning on the obverse that is paired with an essentially 
untoned reverse. The luster is excellent and the surfaces 
overall are quite clean with a few small abrasions noted on 
the obverse. A clean, high-end example of this rare, low 
mintage date. One of 46 coins to have been so graded of this 
key issue. 

5159 NGC 1921 MS 64 Full Bands. Bright surfaces with 
superb luster, this coin exhibits very little of the usually 
seen peripheral weakness often seen on this issue and the 
central bands are deeply split. A clean coin overall, there is 
very little to keep this rare, key date issue out of the gem 
category. One of only 27 pieces to have been so graded with 
only 7 finer. 

5160 PCGS 1921 -D MS 66. Even though the center bands 

are not fully articulated, they do show an impressive partial 
split. The surfaces of this rare, low mintage coin have a 
thick, frosted mint luster that is lightly covered on the 
obverse by a pale golden-rose color while the reverse is more 
deeply toned. The 1921-D has an impressively low mintage 
of only 1.08 million pieces and today very few exist in high 
collectible grades. This is the only MS 66 to have been 
graded. 

5161 NGC 1925-D MS 64 Full Bands. An attractive, toned 
example of this very scarce Mercury from the mid-’20s. The 
underlying luster is veiy strong and the central band detail 
is full and deeply split. This is one of only 12 pieces to have 
been so graded by NGC with 5 being finer. 

5162 NGC 1926-S MS 65 Full Bands. Brilliant on the obverse 
with a lightly toned reverse, this piece is very sharply 
struck, unlike most 1926-S dimes seen. This issue is 
particularly scarce in gem condition, this being the only gem 
graded by NGC with only 1 finer. PCGS has only graded 4 
gems with 3 finer. 

5163 PCGS 1930-S MS 65. Subtle iridescent toning on the 
obverse with light yellow on the reverse. Excellent 
underlying luster. 

5164 PCGS 1930-S MS 65 Full Bands. Brilliant with superb, 
frosty mint luster. 

5165 PCGS 1930-S MS 66 Full Bands. An untoned example of 
this scarcer, low mintage issue whose surfaces are virtually 

5166 PCGS 1935 MS 66 Full Bands, brilliant; and a 1936 MS 66 
Full Bands, very light color. (Total: 2 coins) 

5167 PCGS 1935 MS 66 Full Bands. Pale color with superb 
luster. 

5168 PCGS 1935-D MS 67 Full Bands. Toned in bright 
shades of golden-rose with occasional traces of olive, the 
surfaces are free from any noticeable post-striking 
impairments. Only one other coin has been so graded by 
PCGS and none are finer. 

5169 PCGS 1936 MS 65 Full Bands; 1937 MS 65 Full Bands, light 
toning; and a 1938 MS 65 Full Bands. (Total: 3 coins) 

5170 PCGS 1936-D MS 66 Full Bands. Brilliant and highly 
lustrous. 

5171 PCGS 1936-S MS 65 Full Bands; and a 1941-S MS 65 Full 
Bands. (Total: 2 coins) 

5172 PCGS 1937 MS 66 Full Bands. A blazer (no, not a jacket, 
but bright, intense luster i. 


5173 PCGS 1940 MS 66 Full Bands. 

5174 PCGS 1941-D MS 65 Full Bands; and a 1942 MS 65 Full 
Bands. Both are brilliant. (Total: 2 coins) 

5175 PCGS 1942-D MS 66 Full Bands. 

5176 ANACS 1943-D MS 66 Full Bands. Deeply toned on the 
obverse paired with a brilliant reverse. 

5177 PCGS 1945-S Micro S MS 65. Brilliant with blazing white 
luster. A scarce and popular variety. 

5178 PCGS 1937 PR 66. Deeply mirrored with lovely, original 
toning. An attractive example of this scarce early proof. 

5179 PCGS 1939 PR 65. Good reflectivity in the fields. 

5180 PCGS 1940 PR 65. 

5181 PCGS 1941 PR 65. 

5182 NGC 1941 PR 65. 

5183 NGC 1942 PR 66. Superb, apparently flawless, surfaces that 
still retain much original brilliance but have begun to show 
some light peripheral toning.

5184 PCGS 1958 MS 66. Essentially perfect surfaces with 
attractive Mint set toning. 

5185 PCGS 1958 MS 67. Apparently flawless surfaces with 
attractive Mint set toning. 

5186 PCGS 1958-D MS 65. Nicely toned. 

5187 PCGS 1958-D MS 66. Beautiful iridescent toning on the 
obverse, lighter almost untoned on the reverse. 

5188 PCGS 1952 PR 67. Essentially perfect surfaces. 


TWENTY-CENT PIECES 

5189 NGC 1875-S MS 63. Sharply struck with bright. 

semi-prooflike fields and covered by a light layer of icy-blue 
and golden toning. An attractive type coin. 


EARLY QUARTERS 

5190 ANACS 1796 AU 55. Rim Clip. The 1796 quarter has 
achieved a level of fame among numismatists that is 
probably out of line with its true rarity. But like many other 
legendary coins, e.g.. the 1804 dollars. 1879 Stellas. 1907 
High Reliefs, and 1909-S V.D.B. cents, the desirability of the 
issue to non-specialists far outweighs more mundane 
concerns such as true rarity. This is not to say the 1796 is 
not a rare coin. Only 6.146 pieces were struck and it is rare 
in all grades. But it was saved at the time of issue as the 
first of its kind (Col. Green had over 200 pieces in his 
estate). However, most are in major collections and seldom 
enter the marketplace. As the first year of issue for both the 
denomination and type this date should be of interest to all 
collectors of United States coins. This is a particularly 
pleasing example that is very sharply struck on the obverse 
but somewhat soft on the eagle. The fields are remarkably 
clean. The only surface disturbances are a series of 
V-shaped adjustment marks on the lower hair curls and in 
the lower left field. As noted there is a rim clip also. This is 
at 8 o’clock and it is slight, being rendered even less 
noticeable in the plastic holder. The surfaces are toned a 
deep blue with faint underlying iridescence seen on both 
sides. Trends $23,500 in AU 50. 
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5191 PCGS 1818 AU 58. This is a perfect collector coin. 

While there may be a whisp of technical i*ub in the fields 
and on the highpoints this is very difficult to see because of 
the attractive, medium density toning. A highly lustrous 
coin as well that has a good strike ( for a coin minted on a 
screw press) and showing no apparent abrasions on either 
side. Worth a significant premium. Trends $1175 in AU 50, 
$2200 in MS 60. 

5192 PCGS 1819 MS 63. This is one of the nicest Large Size 
quarters we have seen recently. Everything about it is 
original and attractive. The strike shows considerable 
strength in all areas and each side is toned a gray-lilac in 
the centers and surrounded by a rainbow iridescence at the 
edges with strong underlying mint luster. A rare date in 
mint state with only 6 pieces in all conditions, 4 of which 
are MS 63. 

5193 NGC 1838 AU 50. A clean coin that is light in color, almost 
brilliant, with small portions of luster still to be seen around 
the devices. 


LIBERTY SEATED QUARTERS 

5194 PCGS 1847 MS 65. This date, as with all dates in the No 
Motto series prior to 1857, can be considered rare in gem 
condition. After the reduction in weight of silver coins in 
1853 "old tenor" silver was widely melted because it was 
worth more than face value. As a result, coins such as 1847 
quarters cannot be readily located in gem or even near-gem 
condition. There has only been one other piece graded in MS 
65 of this date and none are finer. This coin is hilly struck 
with clean surfaces and good luster and is toned a'deep 
blue-grav on both sides. 

5195 PCGS 1848 MS 65. Among No Motto quarters the 1848 is 
not a great rarity as a date, but as stated above, any No 
Motto quarter before 1857 is a significant condition rarity- 
in MS 63 or better condition. This piece stands as the only 
gem to be graded of this date by either of the major grading 
services. The closest coin in grade to this one i by PCGS) is 
MS 62. The coin is sharply struck with almost complete 
detailing on both sides. The luster is frosted and covered by 
a gray-brilliance with deeper golden-red at the edges. 

Breen-3974, the Doubled Date, with an earlier date punch 
clearly visible to the left of the final punch, and rare as 
such. 

5196 NGC 1849 MS 65. To further emphasize the absolute 
rarity of gem No Motto quarters from the 1840s, only 16 
gems have been certified by both major grading services. 

Only one other gem of this date has been graded (a second 
coin by NGC). This coin is quite attractive with full 
highpoint detail on the obverse and just a bit of softness on 
the eagle’s leg on the reverse. Both sides show faint 
evidence of die striae in the fields that has imparted a 
bright, semi-prooflike glimmer to each side. The centers are 
toned a golden-rose and deepen around the edges to a royal 
blue. 

5197 PCGS 1852-0 Good 4. A pleasing, problem-free example of 
this rare No Motto quarter. Light in color overall with a 
trace of gray patina in the fields and around the devices. 

Trends $145. 

5198 PCGS 1857 MS 65. A lovely No Motto quarter that, 
fortunately for type collectors, is not one of the many rare 
dates in the series. This is a relatively available coin in gem 
condition, with emphasis on "relative" because there have 
only been 22 gems certified, but this is much more available 
than the usual 1 or 0 graded for most of the earlier glates in 
t his series. The surfaces of this piece are clean with no 
significant marks in the fields and showing glowing mint 
luster that has just the lightest trace of color. An attractive, 
problem-free example of this difficult type coin. 

5199 PCGS 1861 MS 63. Good luster with medium density 
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variegated toning. 

5200 PCGS 1864 XF 45. A rare, low mintage date that was widely 
melted during the uncertain days of the Civil War. Business 
strikes are very elusive today and seldom seen. This piece is 
well detailed with attractive toning and shows a couple of 
faint scratches in the fields. Trends $235 in XF 40. 

5201 PCGS 1870 MS 66. Business strike 1870 quarters are of 
the highest rarity. The original mintage was a mere 86.400 
pieces and apparently few survived, with mint state pieces 
being extremely rare. Only 9 coins have been certified in all 
conditions of uncirculated by both services. This is the 
highest grade given by either service and is tied with two 
other coins in the same grade (we suspect these may be 
resubmissions of this same coin). The surfaces have the 
thickest luster imaginable and are virtually unimpaired by 
coin-to-coin contact. Both sides are beautifully toned with 
the obverse a bit deeper in color. This coin is from a 
matched set of 1870 minor coins, all of which either graded 
MS 66 or 67. 

5202 PCGS 1874-S Arrows MS 66. This is a blue-chip 19th 
century type coin. Struck only in two years, Arrows 
quarters represent a major and noticeable change in design. 
Often those in numismatics split hairs about what is a type 
and what is or should be important. We tend to loose sight 
of what is truly significant and noticeable about certain 
coins. Some think 1859 half dimes are a major type. Others 
believe post-1912 double eagles should be because of the 
addition of two stars around the edge. The litmus test was 
told to this cataloger over ten years ago by Bob Merrill who 
said, "If my sister, who doesn’t know anything about coins, 
can look at two coins and say there is something different 
about one of them, then that is a different type." The 
addition of arrowheads to minor silver coins in the 1850s 
and 1870s is a noticeable change from the previous and 
subsequent type. As such it should be of interest to all 
serious collectors. This piece has fully struck details on both 
sides. The surfaces are smooth and unmarked by the usual 
abrasions seen on most business strikes. Both sides are 
covered with a medium density pale blue and golden-rose 
patina, but this does not in any way obscure the thick, 
frosted mint luster over the coin’s surfaces. One of 15 coins 
to have been so graded but exceeded in grade by none. 

5203 NGC 1877 MS 63. Sharply struck with prooflike fields, 
accented by a deep blue-gray patina over both sides and a 
subtle underlying iridescence. 

5204 NGC 1877 MS 65. A sharply struck gem type coin with 
creamy mint luster and attractive golden-rose and blue 
toning. Only 15 gems have been graded by NGC. 

5205 PCGS 1879 MS 67. This is an exciting coin for the 
collector of rare 19th century U.S. silver. After passage of 
the Bland-Allison Act authorizing the government purchase 
of huge amounts of Western mined silver, the machinery in 
the various mints was monopolized producing silver dollars. 
As a result, there was very little time for the striking of 
other denominations. Low mintages for quarter and half 
dollars began in 1879 and continued throughout the 1880s. 
finally ending in 1891. Only 13.600 business strike quarters 
were minted in 1879. This is in the upper echelon of the 
finest pieces known of this date with onlv 1 other coin 
having been graded the same by PCGS with 1 finer. This 
piece is technical and visual perfection. The strike is 
complete in all areas and the surfaces have a bright, 
shimmering mint frost one normally only sees on early 
S-mint silver dollars. There are no discernable marks on 
either side and the coin has a lovely, variegated olive-green, 
golden, and rose toning. An amazing quarter and a delight 


5206 PCGS 1890 MS 64. Attractive and original gray-golden 
toning with a thin ring of blue around the edges. A lustrous 
and original coin with a few tiny luster breaks beneath the 
toning. 

5207 NGC 1891 MS 67. While not one of the very low mintage 
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quarters from the 1880s. this certainly does not diminish 
the desirability of this coin in such superior condition. This 
is the only 1891 quarter to have been so graded by NGC. 
while PCGS has also certified one coin in MS 67. Fully 
struck with bright, flashy, semi-prooflike fields, this is a 
highly attractive coin with blue, pinkish-rose, and 
citrine-yellow toning over surfaces whose only disturbance 
is a stray clash mark here and there. 

5208 PCGS 1859 PR 64. Breen-4019. Type I obverse, paired 
with a Type II reverse. According to Breen this is very rare 
combination that may only be found on proofs of this year. 
Aside from that all proofs of this year are scarce with only 
800 minted and an unknown number melted. Only 18 pieces 
have been certified as PR 64 by PCGS with 9 coins finer. 
Deeply toned on the obverse in shades of gray and blue with 
a strong underlying reddish tint. The reverse is much 
lighter in hue with deeply reflective proof fields. 

5209 NGC 1870 PR 65. Lightly toned on each side with 
exceptionally deep mirrors in the obverse fields. The 1870 
proof quarter is a significant coin because of the scarcity of 
business strikes of that year. However, in gem condition 
there aren’t that many proofs either with only one other 
graded by NGC and 5 by PCGS. 

5210 PCGS 1885 PR 64. Deep smokey gray toning in the centers 
of both sides with highly reflective edges that show a bright 
blue patina. 

5211 PCGS 1889 PR 64. Light mottled toning on the obverse with 
a brilliant reverse. The devices are heavily frosted and the 
fields deeply mirrored, giving the coin a sharp cameoed look. 


BARBER QUARTERS 

5212 PCGS 1892 MS 66. A lovely type coin with thick, frosted 
mint luster that is accented by layers of golden, blue, and 
rose toning on each side. Fully struck and essentially a 
flawless coin. 

5213 NGC 1893-0 MS 65. A fully struck example of this 
scarcer early Barber quarter. The centers of this visually 
interesting piece are light in color and surrounded by a 
bright iridescence at the edges. Only 3 other pieces have 
been so graded by NGC with 2 finer.

5215 PCGS 1908-D MS 62. The face of Liberty has a few grease 
stains las madei that prevent a higher grade. 

A very attractive Barber quarter 
with full mint frost over the surfaces, which are light, 
almost untoned in most areas, showing scattered bits of 
golden and blue color around the edges. One of only 6 pieces 
to have been so graded by PCGS.

5218 NGC 1915-D MS 63. A lovely white coin with phenomenal

STANDING LIBERTY QUARTERS 

5220 PCGS 1916 MS 62. This rare, key date Standing Liberty 
quarter is a perennial favorite of both collector and investor 
alike. Not struck until late in the year, only 52.000 pieces 
were minted. Of that number perhaps 200 or so exist today 
in all conditions of mint state. This piece lacks complete 
head definition (as most 1916s doi but it is a clean coin with 
light toning and uniform golden toning over both sides. Only 
62 pieces have been graded MS 63 by PCGS with 55 higher.

5221 NGC 1917 Type One MS 64. Sharply struck with even 
russet-brown toning over both sides, deepening at the edges 
with bits of violet and blue as well.

EARLY HALF DOLLARS 

5249 PCGS 1797 VF 25. The half dollars of 1796-97 are one of 
the rarest, if not the rarest, of all type coins in U.S. 
numismatics. The two years together had a combined 
mintage of only 3,918 pieces. High grade coins are very rare 
(and very expensive) and most collectors can only hope to 
locate a nice circulated coin such as this one. Well centered 
and showing no evidence of adjustment marks, the surfaces 
are virtually mark-free. The hair of Liberty shows good 
details still, but the eagle’s breast is flat as would be 
expected from 35 points of wear. Both sides have a layer of 
deep, almost navy, blue toning while the high points of the 
design show' a faint tinge of rose color. Altogether an 
attractive, problem-free example of the nation’s first half 
dollar design. 

5250 PCGS 1803 VF 30. Bright, untoned centers with blue and 
golden-rose peripheral color. 

5251 PCGS 1806 VF 20. 0-101. R.3. Actually an overdate but not 
labeled as such on the PCGS insert and showing very little 
of the underdigit. Generally untoned and perhaps 
undergraded, showing traces of luster around the outer 
devices. 

5252 PCGS 1806 5 XF 40. 0-101, R.3. Well struck and attractive, 
an unquestionably original coin, with light to moderate 
color on each side. There are also no major marks and no 
adjustment marks on either side. The overdate is a scarcer 
issue than it has been credited for in the past, especially in 
high grades. This is the finest coin to have been certified by 
PCGS with the next closest grade being VF 25. 

5253 PCGS 1834 MS 61. Showdng no trace of nib on the 
highpoints or in the fields, this coin merits MS 61 because of 
the indifferent luster and slight softness of strike on the 
hair curls. 


LIBERTY SEATED HALF DOLLARS 

5254 PCGS 1839 No Drapery VF 30. This is a pleasing, original 
coin with clean surfaces and moderately deep toning in most 
areas, although the center of the obverse is almost free from 
color. The 1839 No Drapery is quite a rare issue and a one 
year type coin. Many high grade survivors have been 
vigorously cleaned and this issue is prohibitively rare in 
mint state. 

5255 PCGS 1842-0 Reverse of 1841 VF 25. A rare variety that 
has perhaps been overlooked because of its general 
unavailability in any condition. Most name sales have 
lacked this issue and it is almost unobtainable above Fine. 
The highwater mark seems to have been in Auction ’86 
when an Unc. achieved the price of $4.180. Robison’s XF 
realized $3,500. W T hile it is not known why the change to 
larger letters was made in 1842. it is assumed that Robert 
Ball Hughes was responsible. Two dies remained unused in 
the New' Orleans mint from the previous year, thus 
accounting for the Small Letters Reverse’of 1842. This piece 
is a pleasing, problem-free VF with light patina around the 
edges. Trends $2100 in VF 20. 

5256 NGC 1854-0 Arrows MS 65. Fully detailed in every 
respect, this is a lovely and original example of this scarce 


two-year type. The fields are very clean, showing no 
noticeable abrasions, and each side has deep olive-green and 
golden-rose toning. One of only 2 gems to have been so 
graded by NGC, only 1 coin is finer. 

5257 PCGS 1861 MS 62. An attractive No Motto half that shows 
almost no abrasions and attractive mottled toning. 

5258 PCGS 1862 VF 35. A strong VF with faint traces of luster 
still to be seen around the outer devices. A scarce Civil War 
issue. Trends $105 in VF 20. 

5259 PCGS 1870-CC VF 25. 1870 was the first year the newly 
opened Carson City mint produced coins. Each 
denomination had low mintages and each is very rare. Only 
54.617 halves were produced and today just a handful 
remain. This coin is light in color with an outline of deep 
gray around the devices. The surfaces show' a number of 
contact marks, most of which are small and of little 
consequence when viewed individually. This is a good grade 
in which to purchase this coin as all the major design details 
are present still and one does not have to pay the large 
premiums that higher grade coins command. Trends $2500 
inVF 20. 

5260 PCGS 1877-S MS 63. Fully struck and virtually untoned 
with good luster. 

5261 PCGS 1879 PR 63. Toned a steel-gray on the obverse, the 
reverse is fully reflective. An attractive example of this 
better date proof. 

5262 PCGS 1879 PR 64. Essentially untoned with deeply 
reflective fields and a light coating of mint frost on the 
devices. There are a few discreet hairlines in the fields, none 
of which are serious or especially distracting. 

5263 PCGS 1890 PR 64. Beautifully toned in shades of blue. rose, 
and citrine, the coin overall has a dazzling appearance from 
the deep, watery proof fields. The devices appear to also 
have a significant amount of frost on them, further 
enhancing the eye appeal of this affordable Seated half. 

Fully reflective with lovely charcoal gray 
toning.

5265 PCGS 1892-S MS 62. A scarce early date Barber half that 
shows virtually no marks and is fully struck, accented by 
gray and golden color. 

5266 NGC 1895-S MS 66. The surfaces of this coin are 
virtually free from any but the most trivial marks that 
really cannot be seen anyway because of the toning. 
Speaking of toning...this coin has to seen to be fully 
appreciated. The obverse has a light iridescence that is 
more pronounced in the fields and the more recessed areas 
of the design and there are streaks of original brilliance still 
to be seen running vertically down that side. The reverse, on 
the other hand, retains most of the original silverv-gray 
brilliance with scattered golden-russet around the edges. 
Fully struck as well. There has only been 1 other coin of this 
date that has been so graded by NGC with none finer. 

5267 PCGS 1906-D MS 64. Very sharply struck with thick, 
frosted mint luster beneath the original patina of 
silvery-gray, golden, and blue. A nice looking coin and one 
that appears to be untampered and completely original. 

5268 PCGS 1907-0 MS 64. Almost brilliant with bright, satiny 
luster, but as usual, lacking full definition on the highpoints 
of the design. 

5269 PCGS 1911 XF 40. 

5270 PCGS 1911-S MS 64. A somewhat scarcer late date issue 
with only 11 pieces having been so graded with only 4 finer. 
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Sharply struck with attractive and original deep 
gray-golden color overall with blue and rose accents around 
the devices. 

5271NGC 1911-SMS 64.A remarkably clean coin for the grade 
with bright, lustrous surfaces that are almost completely 
untoned. NGC has only certified 6 pieces in this grade. 

5272 PCGS 1908 PR 64. An appealing, deep mirror proof with 
faint iridescence in the obverse fields while the reverse 
fields are mostly a deep blue. 


WALKING LIBERTY HALF DOLLARS 

5273 PCGS 1916 MS 64. A low mintage issue that is very popular 
with type collectors because of its first year of issue status. 
Fully struck and light in color with satiny luster and a fine, 
granular, matte-like surface, the surfaces are virtually 
unmarked and clearly suggestive of a higher grade. 

5274 PCGS 1917-S Reverse MS 63. While not a particularly rare 
coin per se, the ’ 17-S Reverse is a very difficult issue to 
locate with a decent strike. The hand on this coin has full 
definition but the breast of the eagle shows the usual 
softness of highpoint detail. Untoned with a granular, 
satiny texture, this is a very pleasing coin for the grade. 

5275 PCGS 1919-D MS 63. Long recognized as one of the 
most difficult issues in the entire series of Walkers, the 
1919-D was at one time valued more highly than the 1921-S. 
The key to this rare date is finding a coin with an 
acceptably sharp strike. The head detail on this coin is 
neither complete nor flat but somewhere in between with 
perhaps 50-60% of the detail showing. However, hand detail 
is somewhat less well defined with a split being barely 
discemable. The surfaces are obviously original with a 
"crusty" look to them with darker bits of color seen in and 
around the outer devices. One of 20 pieces to have been so 
graded, only 24 have been certified any finer.

This piece is almost 
completely untoned and the fields are deep and flashy. 

There are no obvious marks or hairlines on either side and 
the coin has strong eye appeal. One of only 38 pieces to have 
been so graded by NGC.

There are no obvious contact 
marks or hairlines visible without magnification and this is 
one of only 20 gem proofs to have been so graded by PCGS. 

Extraordinarily lovely surfaces, the 
design elements are all completely detailed with each 
feather and star radial having a deeply etched appearance. 
A portion of each side is either brilliant or pale lilac with a 
widely off-center band of deep blue and purple toning on the 
right sides. This is a coin of the greatest importance to the 
collector of 19th century proofs as only 3 other pieces have 
been so graded by PCGS.

There 
is also a light amount of frosting on the devices, which is 
quite unusual for this date, being invariably found as a 
brilliant, no-contrast prooflike. One of only 19 pieces to 
have been so graded by PCGS. only 1 coin is finer. 

5367 PCGS 1889-0 MS 64. Superb luster as usual with an above 
average strike for this normally "flat as a pancake" issue. 
Untoned. 

5368 NGC 1890 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike. While plentiful 
enough as a non-prooflike coin, as a prooflike the 1890-P is 
quite scarce. When found it usually has shallow mirrors, so 
a deeply mirrored coin such as this one is a rare find. As 
usual for this date there are a number of small, scattered 
abrasions present, but the devices have a surprising amount 
of frost, giving the coin a pleasing cameoed effect. One of 
only 5 pieces to have been so graded by NGC. none are finer. 

5369 PCGS 1891-CC MS 62. Good luster on this better CC date. 

5370 NGC 1891-0 MS 64. An above average strike with excellent 
luster. * 

5371 NGC 1892 MS 63. A very clean example of this scarcer 
P-mint issue. The obverse is tone'd a yellow-blue with the 
reverse predominantly blue and red. One of 79 pieces to 
have been so graded by NGC. 

5372 PCGS 1892-CC MS 63. Brilliant with frosted mint luster, 
but a bit weakly struck in the centers. 

5373 PCGS 1892-CC MS 64 Prooflike. Sharply struck with 
minimal abrasions, the coin is heavily toned with deep 
golden-red centers that are framed by a ring of blue at the 
edges. The prooflike fields are not immediately apparent 
because of the toning, but when placed beneath a light they 
flash forcefully through the colors and enliven the surfaces 
considerably. One of only 28 pieces to have been so graded 


by PCGS. 

5374 NGC 1896 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Brilliant and fully 
struck, the fields have an excellent depth of reflectivity 
giving the coin strong eye appeal. 

5375 PCGS 1898 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike. An attractive 
example of this better date dollar that shows only moderate 
to small abrasions and a fan- amount of contrast on each 

5376 PCGS 1898-0 MS 66. Full, pinpoint striking detail in all 
areas with bright, satiny luster and only the most trivial 
abrasions. A superb type coin. 

5377 PCGS 1899-0 MS 63. Toned obverse. 

5378 PCGS 1899-0 MS 65. 

5379 PCGS 1902 MS 64. Scarcer late date P-mint dollar. 

5380 PCGS 1902 MS 65. Light golden toning on the obverse, this 
is an attractive example of this better date issue. 

5381 PCGS 1902-S MS 64. Sharply struck and relatively clean for 
the grade with smooth, satiny luster. 

5382 NGC 1902-S MS 64. Mottled toning on the obverse. 

5383 NGC 1902-S MS 65. A scarce date in any grade, the 
1902-S does not become truly rare until one begins to search 
for a gem. Very few exist in such superior condition. In fact, 
only 14 pieces have been so graded by NGC with only 5 
finer. This is a totally original coin with attractive 
multi-colored toning and superb satiny luster. As usual, the 
strike is somewhat soft in the centers-that being the only 
negative aspect of this coin's appearance--otherwise it 
would surely grade 66 and be worth several thousand 
dollars more. 

5384 PCGS 1903 MS 65. A gorgeous white blazer. 

5385 ANACS 1903 MS 65. 

5386 PCGS 1904 MS 63. An affordable grade for this scarce issue. 

5387 NGC 1904-0 MS 64. A brilliant one-sided prooflike. 

5388 NGC 1921-D MS 64. Brilliant and lustrous. 

5389 NGC 1921-D MS 65. A gem example of this overlooked type 
coin. 1921 was the only year Morgan dollars were struck 
with this modified design, and it is also the only year the 
Denver mint struck Morgan dollars. 

5390 ANACS 1921-S MS 63. Brilliant. 

5391 NGC 1921-S MS 64. Superb luster and minimally marked 
for the grade with quite a strong strike. 


PROOF MORGAN DOLLARS 

5392 NGC 1890 PR 65. Always a popular proof dollar because 
of its low mintage of only 590 proofs (the lowest in the 
series), as a result the 1890 is slightly more difficult to 
locate than other dates. This is one of the most attractive 
proof dollars we have seen in some time. Full, pinpoint 
striking detail (not all proof dollars in this era are sol. the 
fields have an extraordinary depth of reflectivity. This 
watery reflectiveness in the fields highlights and brightens 
the electric blue and gray-violet toning seen on each side. A 
beaut iful dollar and one of only 11 pieces to have been so 
graded by NGC. PCGS has graded 20. 

5393 PCGS 1921 Zerbe PR 63. Although lightly hairlined. 

the fields are still quite deeply mirrored; in fact, much more 
so than usually seen on Zerbe proofs. There is even a faint 
bit of mint frost on the obverse device that provides a light 
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cameoed effect on that side. Despite claims about this 
issue’s availability only 7 pieces have been so graded by 
PCGS with only 12 finer. 


PEACE DOLLARS 

5394 PCGS 1921 MS 60. Full strike. 

5395 PCGS 1921 MS 61. 

5396 NGC 1921 MS 61. An affordable entry level coin for this 
scarce and popular one-year type. 

5397 NGC 1921 MS 63. Good luster with a few marks. 

5398 NGC 1922-S MS 65. A premium coin with exceptionally 
clean surfaces, being especially free from contact on the 
obverse. Both sides are covered with a fine, speckled layer of 
reddish-golden patina that blankets but cannot subdue the 
thick mint luster of the coin. All in all this is a most 
attractive example of this scarce dollar in gem condition. 
Only 41 pieces have been so graded by PCGS with only 1 
coin finer. 

5399 NGC 1923-D MS 65. Bright, lustrous surfaces, this gem 
coin lacks the usually seen, heavy bagmarks that are so 
common to this issue. The strike is unusually strong also, 
showing no real weakness on either side with good hair and 
feather details. The ubiquitous die cracks are of course 
present, it just really wouldn't be a ’23-D without them, but 
they are light and not visually distracting. Very scarce in 
gem condition, there have onlv been 28 gems graded by 
NGC. 

5400 NGC 1923-S MS 65. This is an exceptional example of 
this rare dollar in gem condition. Perhaps Wayne Miller 
expressed the difficulty of this date best in his Textbook: 

"The typical 1923-S is very poorly struck, with heavy 
surface abrasions...The 1923-S is the rarest of all the Peace 
dollars in strictly gem condition, much more so than the 
highly touted 1934-S." From looking at this coin one would 
never know that strike could be a problem in general for 
this issue because it certainly is not on this coin. The 
central ham detail over the ear is sharply defined and each 
row of feathers on the eagle’s wing is complete. The surfaces 
show only the slightest evidence of coin-to-coin contact and 
the luster is excellent with fight golden toning on each side. 
Only 18 gems have been graded by NGC while PCGS has 
certified only 25. Only PCGS has graded a coin higher. 

5401 NGC 1924-S MS 61. 

5402 PCGS 1927-S MS 62. Scarce issue. 

5403 PCGS 1927-S MS 63. An affordable grade for the average 
dollar collector of this scarce, semi-kev issue. 

5404 NGC 1928 MS 64. Clean and very lustrous with only the 
slightest striking weakness noted over the ear on the 
obverse. Light golden toning over both sides and quite an 
attractive example of this scarce, semi-kev issue. 

5405 PCGS 1928-S MS 62. Scarce Peace dollar. 

5406 PCGS 1928-S MS 64. Clean and lustrous with just a bit of 
softness in the center of each side. Still, a sharp looking 
example of this scarce issue. 

5407 NGC 1935 MS 64. A difficult grade in this scarce, late date 
issue. 


COMMEMORATIVE GOLD 

5408 PCGS 1917 McKinley MS 66. While a relatively common 
coin in lower grades, in superb condition the McKinlev is a 
very rare coin. Only 20 coins have been graded by PCGS in 

14 


MS 66 with 2 pieces being finer. This is a superb, virtually 
flawless specimen with no visible flaws. 

5409 NGC 1922 Grant MS 64. Highly lustrous with attractive, 
deep orange and steely-blue patina. A nearly mark-free 
example of this popular gold commemorative. 

5410 PCGS 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64. Boldly struck and 
showing a few small copper stains on the obverse. 


ONE-DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 

5411 PCGS 1849 MS 64. The 1849 is one of the more commonly 
encountered Type One gold dollars, most likely having been 
saved in relatively large numbers at the time of issue. 
However, this date has remained popular over the years 
with collectors because of its status as the the first year of 
issue for the new denomination. Fully struck with bright, 
lustrous surfaces there are only a few superficial abrasions 
that prevent a higher grade. One of 53 pieces to have been 
so graded by PCGS with only 15 finer. 

5412 PCGS 1849-0 AU 55. A pleasing example of this first year 
of issue. The surfaces have the usual glossy green-tinged 
color and are just a trifle soft in the centers. 

5413 PCGS 1850 MS 64. Superb luster that shows a deep 
orange-red hue on the reverse. The surfaces are remarkably 
clean. This is a nice coin for someone needing a high grade 
Type One for a type set. 

5414 PCGS 1850-0 XF 45. Quite scarce, especially in the better 
grades, with an original mintage of 14,000 pieces. This is a 
well struck coin with a clean obverse but showing a couple 
of scratches in the reverse fields. Trends $450 in XF 40. 

$725 in AU 50. 

5415 NGC 1852 MS 64. Fully struck with bright, golden luster: 
only a few superficial abrasions prevent a higher grade. 

5416 NGC 1853 MS 63. Fully struck with good luster. 

5417 NGC 1853 MS 64. Full, intricate striking details in all 
areas with superb luster that shows lovely variegated red. 
green, and steely-blue coloration. 

5418 PCGS 1855 Type Two AU 58. A premium Type Two dollar 
with an unusually pronounced strike-the hair on Liberty is 
finely detailed and there is only the slightest softness noted 
on the letters and ciphers in the center of the reverse. Die 
clashed on the reverse only, the surfaces show almost full 
mint luster. 

5419 NGC 1855 Type Two AU 58. Well struck throughout with 
only the slightest weakness noted on the hair of Liberty. 

The surfaces are clean and lustrous with a deep orange-gold 
color on both sides. Light clash marks as usual. This is an 
attractive example of this scarce gold type. 

5420 NGC 1857-S AU 55. A long neglected issue in the gold 
dollar series, the 1857-S has finally begun to be appreciated 
for its true rarity over the past several years. Only 2 pieces 
have been certified in mint condition, and this issue is quite 
elusive in AU as well. The fields are semi-prooflike and 
show evidence of fight handling, but the only surface 
disturbance worthy of note is a shallow planchet depression 
in the reverse field. Trends $2450 in AU 50. 

5421 PCGS 1859 MS 62. Superb luster with a few fight field 
marks. 

5422 PCGS 1860-D AU 50. A very rare gold dollar with an 
original mintage of only 1.566 coins Mint state coins are 
almost non-existent, although a few are in major collections 
and have yet to be graded by PCGS. AU pieces are quite 
elusive as well with only 7 coins certified to date. This piece 
shows the diagnostic weakness on the UN in UNITED. 

There is evidence of fight friction on both sides but the 
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surfaces are very clean with no obvious contact marks. The 
strike is indifferent as usual and the fields have an 
attractive semi-prooflikeness. Altogether this is a clean, 
problem-free example of this rare issue. The collector is not 
likely to locate a nicer one anytime in the foreseeable future. 
Trends $7500. 

5423 PCGS 1804 MS 61. A scarce date with a low original 
mintage of only 5.900 pieces. This piece is well struck with 
attractive orange-gold color and a few light abrasions 
scattered about. 

5424 PCGS 1872 MS 67. An exceptionally attractive Type Three 
gold dollar that is fully struck and has bright, glowing 
prooflike fields with just a trace of cartwheel evident. The 
lovely deep orange-gold color adds even more visual interest . 
Very scarce in the better grades of mint state. In MS 67 only 
two other coins of this date have been so graded, none are 
finer. Trends $9750 in MS 65. 

5425 PCGS 1873 Open 3 MS 64. Lacking a bit of strike in the 
centers but a flashy coin with full prooflike reflectivity on 
the obverse. 

5426 NGC 1888 MS 63. Sharply struck and remarkably clean for 
the grade. A nice mid-range type coin. 

5427 PCGS 1888 MS 65. Fully struck in all areas with bright 
yellow-gold color and radiant mint luster. 

5428 PCGS 1888 MS 66. Superb surfaces overall with thick, 
virtually unbroken mint luster. An excellent high end type 
coin. 

5429 PCGS 1889 MS 65. Fully struck with clean, problem-free 
surfaces. A lovely gem gold dollar from this popular final 
year of issue. 

5430 PCGS 1889 MS 65. Supremely lustrous with attractive 
reddish-orange color. A nice, upper-end coin. 

5431 PCGS 1889 MS 66. The striking details are completely 
articulated on this coin, and the surfaces are covered with 
thick mint luster that has taken on a variegated red and 
steely-blue color that accounts for much of the eye appeal of 
this superb coin. 

5432 PCGS 1884 PR 62. A rather common issue as far as 
proof gold dollars go. but a coin that would serve quite well 
as a low grade proof type coin as the fields are relatively 
clean and show good reflectivity. 


LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

5433 PCGS 1842-0 Fine 12. Clean surfaces with the usual soft 
strike. A scarce and overlooked issue. Trends $240. 

5434 NGC 1846-0 AU 53. This is an issue that has been 
overlooked not because it isn’t rare but because it suffers 
from an unimpressively high mintage (62.000) and a lack of 
knowledge about New Orleans gold. The ’46-0 is seldom 
seen above XF with AU and mint state pieces being very 
elusive. This piece has the usual soft (almost non-existent ) 
strike on the eagle but the surfaces are quite clean with 
good luster remaining. Trends $1350. 

5435 PCGS 1848-C VF 30. Softly struck in the centers as usual 
with relatively clean surfaces for the grade and deep reddish 
color in the fields. A rather common coin in lower grades. 

Trends $575 in VF 20. $1700 in XF 40. 

5436 NGC 1851-0 AU 58. A surprisingly scarce coin for an issue 
with such a high mintage (148,000) that is very scarce in 
AU and exceedingly rare in mint condition. No mint state 
coins have been graded by PCGS although NGC has 
certified three pieces. As usual the obverse is sharply struck 
while the reverse shows the diagnostic weakness on the 
eagle's leg. Clean and problem-free with not even the 
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slightest surface blemishes to disturb the viewer's attention. 
Trends $800 in AU 50, $3750 in MS 60. 

5437 PCGS 1858-C MS 61. While occasionally available in the 
lower circulated grades, above XF the 1858-C is very scarce. 
In mint condition is of the greatest rarity. This is the finest 
piece graded to date by either of the major grading services, 
only two others have been certified and they are both MS 
60. While the ma jority of coins of this issue are weakly 
struck in the centers, this piece is really quite strong with 
good hair detail and only the slightest softness on the 
eagle’s leg. The luster is outstanding on this coin, being 
bright and undulled by handling. There are a few contact 
marks on the surfaces and a couple of planchet flakes on the 
reverse, but the overall impact of the original mint luster on 
a coin from this rare Southern mint far outweighs any 
technical defects the piece mav have. Trends $14,000 in MS 
60. 

5438 PCGS 1859-S VG 10. A scarce S-rnint quarter eagle with an 
original mintage of only 15,200 pieces. Evenly worn with a 
couple of field scratches on each side. 

5439 NGC 1859-S AU 50. High grade (AU or better) San 
Francisco gold coins in general are rare items. Specifically, 
the 1859-S is an available issue in lower grades but becomes 
a major condition rarity in AU or better. Only 1 coin has 
been graded in mint state by PCGS and NGC while this is 
one of only 4 pieces certified in AU. A well struck coin with 
clean surfaces and medium orange-gold color, there is a 
modest amount of luster still clinging to the devices. Trends 
$2600. 

5440 PCGS 1861 MS 60. Sharply struck wdth scattered light 
abrasions. 

5441 NGC 1861-S XF 40. Like its ten-dollar counter-part, the 
1861-S quarter eagle is a major rarity as well as a condition 
rarity. XF pieces such as this one are seldom seen and there 
have only been 3 AU coins certified by both of the leading 
services. This is a sharp coin for the grade with no 
mentionable flaws and attractive reddish color on both 
sides. Trends $1550. 

5442 NGC 1866-S AU 50. Another scarce S-mint quarter eagle. 
Like the previous several coins, this one as well is very rare 
in mint condition as well as AU with only 1 coin having been 
certified to date in uncirculated. Well struck except on the 
eagle's leg as usual, there are only as few trivial abrasions 
on the obverse but these really don't have any significant 
impact on the overall attractiveness of the coin. Trends 
$2550. 

5443 NGC 1867 AU 58. An impressive rarity from both the 
standpoint of mintage < 3,200) and availability in any grade 
as well as being a condition rarity. That being said, this is a 
coin that should get many a collector’s motor running just 
because of its sheer eye appeal. Fully struck with even a 
sharply defined leg on the eagle, the fields are fully prooflike 
with a powerful flash to them. There are a few small 
abrasions but as usual these are unfairly magnified by the 
prooflike fields. This coin really looks like a mint state piece 
at first glance, it only being evident that there is slight 
friction in the fields on close inspection. For the collector 
this is important as this coin is rare and quite expensive in 
mint condition. Trends $1400 in AU 50. $4600 in MS 60. 

5444 NGC 1867-S XF 45. Despite its mintage of 28.000 pieces, the 
1867-S is a scarce coin in all grades but becomes very rare 
and considerably more expensive in AU condition i provided 
one could even find one of the 2 that have been so graded i. 
This is a smooth, problem-free coin with noticeable portions 
of luster still remaining around the devices. The highpoints 
of the design show traces of a coppery-red patina that is 
quite attractive. Trends $850 in XF 40. $2100 in AU 50. 

5445 NGC 1875-S AU 55. Another scarce and underrated S-mint 
quarter eagle. This one has an original mintage of only 
11,600 pieces of which only a couple apparently survive 
today in mint condition. If one washes a condition census 
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example of this scarce issue this would be an excellent 
candidate. Sharply struck except on the eagle's leg (as with 
all these S-mint issues) the surfaces show good portions of 
luster remaining in the fields, and the surfaces are covered 
with a rich reddish-orange color. Trends $1025 in AU 50. 
$3950 in MS 60. 

5446 NGC 1876 AU 50. A condition rarity in mint state < with 
only a couple of pieces alleged to exist, but not certified), the 
1876 is very scarce as well in AU condition. This piece 
shows the usual softness of strike this issue is known for as 
well as the bar on the jawline of Liberty that is diagnostic of 
the issue. Light reddish color over both sides, the surfaces 
have a subdued, almost satiny look to them and show no 
noticeable impairments. Trends $1550. 

5447 NGC 1877 MS 64. Tied for finest known with a PCGS MS 
64. this is certainly an important coin for the gold specialist. 
Its low mintage of only 1.632 pieces is one of the smallest in 
the series and makes this issue one that is of interest to the 
non-specialist as well. Fully struck and fully prooflike, this 
is an incredibly attractive coin that draws the viewer into 
looking time and again at its deep, mesmerizing pools of 
reflectivity and clean, problem-free fields. Trends $9000 in 
MS 63. 

5448 PCGS 1882 MS 64. Fully struck with outstanding luster, 
only a couple of minor abrasions prevent a higher grade. A 
scarcer, low mintage issue with a mintage of only 1.950 
pieces of which only 2 others have been so graded by PCGS 
while 3 have been graded higher. 

5449 PCGS 1884 MS 60. Fully struck and prooflike with a few 
minor abrasions in the fields. A scarcer date in the 1880s 
with a low mintage. 

5450 PCGS 1888 AU 55. A clean coin with good portions of luster 
still remaining in the fields. 

5451 PCGS 1893 MS 63. Full strike with deep reddish-orange 
colored luster. 

5452 PCGS 1894 MS 60. Scarcer, low mintage issue with an 
original production ran of only 4,000 business strikes. Fully 
struck with a few scattered abrasions, this is an affordable 
example of this low mintage issue. Trends $950. 

5453 NGC 1895 MS 60. Another scarce, low mintage issue with 
only 6,000 business strikes pi’oduced. Fully struck with good 
luster for the grade and a few light abrasions. 

5454 PCGS 1897 MS 65. While historically used as a type coin, 
the 1897 is considerably scarcer than the most common 
issues from the 1900-1907 period. The mintage was a mere 
29,768 pieces and of that number only 22 gems have been 
certified by PCGS with 5 pieces finer. Gems from the 
1900-1907 period, as a rule, are four to eight times rarer 
than those from 1897. This coin has rich mint bloom and is 
fully struck with clean, problem-free surfaces. 

5455 PCGS 1906 MS 64. Fully struck with smooth, creamy luster 
and virtually unmarked surfaces. A premium type coin. 

5456 PCGS 1906 MS 65. A fully struck gem type coin that has 
smooth, satiny luster and extremely clean surfaces. A 
pristine quarter eagle. 

5457 PCGS 1907 MS 64. Sharply struck with attractive 
orange-gold, satiny luster. 

5458 PCGS 1907 MS 65. The most common date of the Coronet 
type and popular as the final year of issue. This is the most 
commonly used date in the series as a type coin. Sharply 
struck with superb mint luster and rich color. 


INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 

5459 NGC 1929 MS 61. 


5460 PCGS 1929 MS 63. Fully struck with thick frosty mint 
luster and light variegated color. A premium coin for the 
grade and worth stretching a bit to obtain. 

5461 NGC 1929 MS 63. Fully struck. 


THREE-DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 

5462 PCGS 1881 AU 50. The 1881 three-dollar is one of the 

most highly respected issues in the series, indeed one of the 
most respected and sought after issues among all 19th 
century U.S. gold coins. Its original mintage was a miniscule 
500 pieces and unlike other low mintage issues in this series 
some coins, such as this one. did see circulation. Prooflike as 
are all 1881 threes, the surfaces are remarkably free from 
abrasions and there is just the lightest trace of friction over 
the highpoints of the design. Trends $3000. 


EARLY HALF EAGLES 

5463 NGC 1836 AU 50. An attractive Classic five with minimal 
abrasions. 


LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 

5464 PCGS 1840 Broad Mill Fine 12. Although not labeled as 
such on the PCGS insert, this is the very scarce Broad Mill 
variety. Although heavily worn, the surfaces are free from 
abrasions and there is a scattered light patina on both sides. 
Trends $300. 

5465 NGC 1850-D AU 50. Mint state examples of this issue are 
unknown and to date only 4 coins have made the AU grade. 
A number of VF-XF pieces are known but the 1850-D is a 
major condition rarity among Dahlonega half eagles. Akers 
had never seen an AU coin w’hen he compiled his opus on 
this series, and when writing about this date he said. 

"...quite possibly the most underrated D Mint Half Eagle in 
high grade after the 1842-D Large Date. Large Letters." The 
surfaces of this coin are clean overall with evidence of 
friction and handling but no large or bothersome marks. 

The fields have a pleasing light reddish caste and the 
mintmark is weak as usual but clearly discemable. Trends 
$4650. 

5466 PCGS 1852-C MS 61. While a few mint state specimens 
are known of this so-called "common" date, one should 
remember that there is no such thing as a common mint 
state coin among Charlotte issues. "Common" in the context 
of this date means that PCGS has graded 2 coins higher and 
NGC has graded a total of 4 in mint state (minus any 
resubmissions). If one were accustomed to looking at. say. 
silver dollars one gets a mental image of what an MS 61 
coin looks like: baggy, lackluster, and weakly struck. That is 
simply not the case here This is quite a lovely coin that has 
a few’ field marks, yes. but definitely doesn’t have the "golf 
shoe effect" seen on silver dollars, i.e., one pass across the 
surface with a pair of cleats. There is a bit of predictable 
softness on the haircurls over Liberty’s forehead but the 
other highpoints are quite sharp. The fields are lustrous 
and have a light reddish patina that is most attractive. 
Trends $12,750 in MS 60. 

5467 PCGS 1854-0 VF 25. One of the more commonly 
encountered O-mint No Motto half eagles. A clean coin for 
the grade. 

5468 PCGS 1857 XF 45. Well struck with noticeable portions of 
luster outlining the devices. 

5469 NGC 1860 AU 50. A very scarce P-mint half eagle that 
is much scarcer than its mintage of 19,825 would indicate. 
No mint state coins have been certified by either of the 
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major grading services and only 6 AU pieces have been 
graded. The coin is very sharply struck with bright fields 
that show a number of small handling marks, but none of 
these are large or inconsistent with the grade. Trends 
$1900. 

5470 NGC 1860-D XF 40. A rare, late date Dahlonega half 
eagle that is known in AU and Unc.. but this piece is not 
really bettered by all that many coins. Weakly struck on the 
eagle’s head as usual but showing good detail elsewhere (for 
the grade), the surfaces are lightly abraded with a faint 
tracing of reddish patina around the devices. Trends $1950. 

5471 PCGS 1871-CC Fine 15. A rare example of this second year 
of issue from the Carson City mint that is generally only 
seen in F-VF condition. Evenly worn over the highpoints of 
the design, the surfaces show a few light marks on the 
obverse, but these are certainly consistent with a coin of 
this grade. Trends $550 in Fine 12. 

5472 NGC 1877-CC XF 40. An exceptionally rare Carson City 
five with an original mintage of only 8,680 pieces, this coin 
is comparable in rarity to the 1871-CC. It is unknown and 
unrumored in uncirculated and it is. in fact, almost 
non-existent in AU-to date only one AU coin has been 
certified. This is a clean XF piece that is reasonably well 
struck (but showing some slight softness) and faint traces of 
luster around the edges. Trends $2750. 

5473 PCGS 1879 MS 64. A slightly scarcer date in uncirculated 
condition with only 9 pieces having been so graded (most of 
which are resubmissions of this coin) with only 1 finer. A 
sharply struck coin with deep reddish color and minimal 
abrasions. 

5474 PCGS 1880-CC Fine 12. A scarcer issue than one might 
imagine from the mintage and one that Akers compares to 
the much more highly touted 1879-CC. A clean, problem-free 
coin for the grade with light, attractive surfaces. This is a 
nice collector coin for someone not wanting to pay the 
premium for a higher grade piece. Trends $275. 

5475 PCGS 1881 MS 63. Lustrous and well struck. 

5476 PCGS 1882-S MS 63. Excellent luster. Curiously there are 
no gems graded bv PCGS of this date and onlv 9 certified in 
MS 64. 

5477 PCGS 1885 MS 60. Sharp strike. 

5478 PCGS 1885-S MS 63. Slight bagginess in the fields but a 
colorful coin with good luster. A better date worth a slight 
premium. 

5479 PCGS 1885-S MS 63. Clean and well struck, a nice type 

5480 PCGS 1890-CC XF 40. Deep reddish-coppery color with 
noticeable portions of luster remaining. Weakly struck on 
the bird as often seen. 

5481 PCGS 1890-CC AU 55. Lacking full striking details in the 
centers, otherwise a bright coin with good remaining luster. 
Scarce. 

5482 PCGS 1891-CC MS 60. Well struck, albeit somewhat baggy, 
with a few copper stains on the reverse. Trends $925. 

5483 PCGS 1891-CC MS 61. Fully struck with the usual 
abrasions indicated by this grade but completely lustrous. 

5484 PCGS 1894-S XF 40. A scarce date, seen here with deep 
reddish color around the devices. Trends $390. 

5485 PCGS 1895 MS 63. Excellent luster and strike for the grade. 
A moderately scarcer issue worth a bit more than a common 
date. 

5486 PCGS 1895-S XF 40. Much scarcer than the mintage of 
112,000 pieces would indicate. Good luster remaining, much 


more than one would expect for a 40 coin, light reddish color 
on the reverse. Trends $415. 

5487 NGC 1895-S AU 50. A scarce issue in all grades and almost 
non-existent in mint state. A trifle scuffy with reddish color 
around the devices. Trends $1200. 

5488 PCGS 1896 MS 61. Sharply struck and fully lustrous. 

5489 PCGS 1896-S XF 40. Well struck with clean surfaces. 
Another scarce late date S-mint half eagle. Trends $290. 

5490 NGC 1896-S AU 53. A very scarce issue, especially in AU or 
mint state. Lightly abraded and sharply struck with good 
remaining luster. 

5491 PCGS 1901-S MS 63. Smooth, lustrous surfaces that appear 
to grade higher than MS 63. A lovely coin for the grade and 
an excellent value in this price range. 

5492 PCGS 1901-S MS 63. Clean, virtually unmarked devices 
with attractive mint luster. 

5493 PCGS 1906-D MS 64. Highly lustrous and a very clean, 
problem-free coin. One of only 25 to have been so graded 
from this first year of issue by the Denver mint. 

5494 PCGS 1903 PR 63. Although 154 proofs were struck, 
today they are rare, being especially difficult in better 
grades and unimpaired. This piece shows no contrast as do 
all proof coins from the 1900-1907 era. There are a few 
discreet hairlines in the field but these are subdued 
considerably by a light haziness on the obverse. Still an 
impressive coin with highly reflective fields and the 
inevitable eye appeal found on all proof gold. One of only 4 
pieces to have been graded with 9 finer out of a total of 24 in 
all grades. 

5495 PCGS 1908-S MS 63. The 1908-S has a very low 
mintage of only 82.000 pieces. While this mintage is 
somewhat misleading and the 1908-S is not quite as rare as 
one might think, it is, nevertheless, a very scarce and highly 
desirable coin. Most specimens, including this one. have 
superb luster and rich, attractive color. Choice and better 
coins are quite difficult to find and only 22 pieces have been 
certified by PCGS in MS 63 condition with 29 being finer.

5496 NGC 1913-S AU 55. Well struck and a clean coin for the 
grade with hardly any handling marks on either side.

5498 PCGS 1929 MS 63. The key date in the five-dollar series 
and a very difficult coin to locate in any grade, it is 
especially difficult in choice or better condition. The 
surfaces have a bright mint frost and, unlike most examples 
of this date, are minimally abraded. One of only 18 pieces to 
have been so graded bv PCGS. only 1 coin is finer. Trends 
$11,750.

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TERRITORIAL GOLD 

5617 PCGS 1853 Assay Twenty-Dollar MS 61. K-18. R.2. 900 
Thous. An exceptionally well brought up Assay twenty with 
full arrow and shield detail in the center of the obverse. The 
Assay Office was the forerunner of the San Francisco mint 
and served as a mint in all but name to the citizens of 
California. The surfaces have a few small abrasions from 
coin to coin contact over the years, but the luster is 
complete, and the coin appears to be totally original. This is 
a significant 19th century gold type coin. According to the 
October Population Report there have only been 10 coins 
that have been so graded with only 40 in all conditions of 
mint state. 

5618 PCGS 1851 Humbert Fifty-Dollar XF 40. 880 Thous.. 
Reeded Edge. K-5, Low R.5. An evenly struck coin with 
sharp detail throughout. Uncleaned with a pleasing, natural 
appearance. The surfaces show just a few minor edge nicks 
that is typical for such a large gold coin. A very pleasing 
example of this scarce and historic Territorial issue. 

5619 PCGS 1855 Kellogg & Co. Twenty-Dollar VF 35. K-3, 
R.4. Long Arrows. The surfaces show a number of small 
abrasions scattered over each side, only one of which is 
large enough to merit mention, that being an arcing hit 
above the stars and rays on the reverse. The central device 
of Liberty is well defined with strong hair detail, but 
elsewhere slight localized striking weakness is noted. This is 
an original example of this historic coinage produced in 
Gold Rush California by one of the most highly respected of 
all private minters. 


PATTERNS 

5620 NGC 1854 Large Cent, Judd-160, R.4. PR 65 Red and 
BrownLarge cent pattern, similar to the adopted design 
with a reverse designed by Franklin Peale. Struck in copper 
with a plain edge. This pattern was struck in copper while 
the next one, Judd-161 was struck in bronze. There is a 
slight difference in weight between the two. but it is very 
difficult to tell the two apart when a coin’s weight falls 
between the two standards. This is the most attractive 
example of this pattern we can remember with bright 
surfaces that retain almost all the original coppery-red 
color. Only one other J-160 has been so graded by NGC and 
none are finer. 

5621 PCGS 1870 Dollar, Judd-1017, R.7. PR 64 Red and Brown. 

Longacre design for the dollar showing Liberty 
seated, left hand resting on the globe, right hand holding a 
Liberty Pole with Phrygian Cap atop, the conjoined flags of 
the Union and Confederacy behind. The reverse is of the 
adopted design. Struck in copper with a plain edge. The 
fields retain much of the original proof reflectivity and most 
of the original red color has mellowed several shades 
presenting a pleasing, reddish-brown color overall.
